If  so,  possibly  it 
is  iu  avoiding  the  «0  imaginary  lobster 
pots  that  he  sf  urn  hies  into  tlie  real  one. 
Tim  common  house  fly  has  4,000  *ycs, 
tin-  cuhhngc  butterfly  17,000,  the  drone 
fly  1^000,  the  honeybee  C.300.  Bat  still 
at  the  head  of  the  list  Mauds  tho  mos¬ 
quito  hawk,  or  dntgon  fly,  with  his 
atl.pOo.  As  hi*  nunie  suggests,  while 
not  despising  any  of  tho  smaller  inaccts, 
his  fpecialty  in  the  mowjuito.  Indeed  he 
has  mo  succeeded  in  terrorizing  these  lit¬ 
tle  pests  that  his  lifeless  form  still  fills 
them  with  alarm.  In  localities  where 
mosquitoes  atjo  troublesome  an  effectual 
mode  of  ritlding  the  pluoe  of  them  con- 
Kindi  iu  suspending  a  dead  dragon  fly 
fro*)  the  ceiling  by  a  piece  of  thread. 
Thie  who  have  tried  it  nay  that  it  bus 
never  been  known  to  fail 

Up  to  a  certain  point  these  multi¬ 
tudinous  eyes  may  be  compared  to  win¬ 
dows  fitted  with  innumerable  panes  of 
glass.  Tbe  panes,  however,  are  of  dif- 
fereut  forma.  Borne,  like  those  of  tbe 
be*  and  the  ant,  are  six  sided,  remind¬ 
ing  us  of  the  pattern  so  common  in 
Gothic  architecture.  Borne,  again,  are 
ditipioud  shaped  and  others  square. 

Another  interesting  brunch  of  this  in¬ 
teresting  subject  is  the  study  of  the  near 
and  far  sighted  insects.  Johann*  Mul¬ 
ler  long  ago  pointed  out  that  the  flight 
of  insects  depends  upon  their  power  of 
vi Aon.  This  will  arcounts  for  the  differ¬ 
ence  iu  tbe  flights  of  the  common  house 
fly  and  the  wusp.  The  one  confines  him¬ 
self  to  short  flights.  As  bis  food  is  al¬ 
ways  to  be  found  within  a  small  area, 
lie  flics  in  6hort  curves  and  circle*.  But 
th*  wasp  is  remarkably  sharp  sighted, 
and  the  arrangemout  of  the  lenses  sbowB 
that  liis  line  «f  vision  is  decidedly  for¬ 
ward.  Here,  again,  the  dragon  fly  is  pre¬ 
eminent,  He  has  well  been  called  the 
tjmaut  of  the  air.  He  alone  is  able  to 
take  perfectly  straight  lines  at  enormous 
speed  for  long  distances,  evidently  see¬ 
ing  well  what  iB  ahead  of  him. — New

Phcebe  Courins,  the  lifelong  advo¬ 
cate  of  woman’s  suffrage,  has  been 
brought  from  California  to  St.  Louis, 
stricken  with  rheumatism  beyond  hope 
of  recovery.  Speaking  of  her  work  for 
woman's  suffrage,  Miss  Cousins  said: 

’’Three  timea  I  have  seen  women  un¬ 
der  fire,  and  as  many  time*  1  have  seen 
them  fall,  and  that  ignominionsly.  I 
presume  this  will  be  looked  upon  as 
treason,  but  the  conclusion  is  reached 
from  long  experience,  close  observation 
and  rare  opportunities  such  as  have  been 
accorded  to  few  women. 

“Moreover,  I  look  upon  the  outside 
life,  impelled  by  necessity,  as  in  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  cases  to  be  simply  experiment¬ 
al.  It  cannot  be  conclusive,  for  the  vast 
majority  of  women  prefer  the  quiet  do- 
mestic  life,  while  man  by  nature  seeks 
the  conflicts  of  the  outer  world  and  its 
theories  and  grows  therein.  Woman  in 
public  life  will  never  prove  satisfactory. 
She  is  naturally  a  homekeeper.  I  would 
advise  all  young  women  to  marry  and 
become  housekeepers.”
